These amendments put teeth enough 
into the law to make It as savage as 
any that was ever 
fraimed.

send a man straight to jail who at- 
tempts to run a saloon, a speak-easy 
or a road house In a town that votes 
no license. 
And they are going to 


be enforced 
Prohibitionist and hon- 


est license people are agreed upon 
that.—Manchester Mirror.

ed by the votes of the 
citizens of 


Portsmouth, the portion of the pub- 
ic which loves its "booze" is nat- 
urally looking forward to what the 
new regime will have for It 
Many 


interested in the sale of 
beverages 


have been 
watching the 
changes 


which have come in Vermont. 


Just thirty-six saloons are at pres- 


ent listed in the city directory. To 
this number may be added eight ho- 
tels (four of which sell liquor) five 
bottling1 
establishments 
for 
ale, 


porter and lager, and one for whis- 
key and one wholesale whiskey es- 
tablishment. 
This does not include 


the kitchen saloons, of which there 
are said to be several, 
nor those 


groceries 
wherein 
liquor 
is 
dis- 


pensed. 
Of these latter, there are 


quite a number. 


Altogether, it is 
estimated 
that 


there are fully seventy 
places 
In 


Portsmouth that sell liquor of one 
kind or another. 


A local dealer declared today that 


not more than twenty-five or thirty 
licensed saloons could make a living 
in this city 
He pointed out the fact 


that only a few of the saloons under 
the present conditions 
are 
looked 


upon as big money making invest- 
ments 


None of the present dealers are 


saying out loud that they are going 
out of business 
unless 
they 
are 


:urned down "by the license commis- 
sioners. A man who ought to know 
what he was talking about declares 
that about every saloon keeper now 
in business will enter application for 
a license if the vote is favorable and 
enter it just as soon as the suffrages 
are counted. 


Many liquor men declare Just the 


opposite, however. 


If the prediction of several of the 


local pastors as to the extra cost for 
police protection, etc., turns out to 
be true, it is possible that the tax 
rate will remain fully as much and 
perhaps a little higher than it has 
been in the past. On the other hand, 
the county taxes will be much less. 


If the license 
commissioners see 


fit to license the saloons in this city 
just about as they are located at the 
lyesent time, the thirsty public will 
•be pretty well provided for. There 


be saloons scattered pretty gen- 


erally over the 
city, the 
arrange- 


ment In the past having been such 
that the stands have 
been located 


with a view 
especially 
from 
the 


standpoint of business advantage.

t Spray a* u Sure l)«-«troyer 


anU Ldtbur Saver. 


The dry spray is becoming quite the 


real thing .:» the east and is rapidly 
succeeding the old sprays in southern 
Illinois. The dust spray is a i-ure de- 
stroyer of.orchanl enemies aud doe* 
away with the heavy hauling of water. 
ll is custoaiary to go five times over 
an orchapd. aud this is not as much 
work as three sprayings with liquid. 
The formula is a solution of blue vit- 
riol and water, a pound to the gallon. 
To slake the lime to a dust put pieces 
the size of eggs into a bag of screen 
wire, dip the lime into water until it 
begins to crumble, then put it in a cov- 
ered box. Do not leave it long enough 
to become hot. It may be left in the 
box half a day and should be stirred 
two or three times. Add one pound of 
the solution to five pounds of lime. 
Some have for experiment doubled the 
vitriol, using two pounds to the gallon, 
and this had no ill effects even when 
the trees were covered with foliage. 
Six sprayings with this dust will not 
cost more than three sprayings with 
liquid. The machine for scattering tbu 
spray is fixed on a box holding the dust 
and set in a wagon. When the ma- 
chine is set in motion, it makes a per- 
fect fog of the dust, which is directed 
from the windward side into the tret* 
tops through a tube. Little trees cau 
be sprayed as the wagon goes by with- 
out stopping, and a big tree can be 
gone over with the dust as quickly as 
two men could apply the liquid spray 
with two hose. The dust not only set- 
tles all over the foliage better than 
liquid, but portions of it blow seveiw.1 
rods, lighting upon other trees, and 
thus in passing back and forth through 
an orchard the trees have four or five 
applications of dust— Denver Field and 
Farm.

True, the 
soils of such farms may be worn out 
and unproductive, but there are good, 
homos to live in, good water, plenty of 
rainfall, nearness to the best of mar- 
kets, usually more or less timber cli- 
matic conditions favorable to fruit rais- 
ing, schools and all the advantages of 
a thickly settled country. Alfalfa will 
grow on much of this poor soil, and

While the 10th 
of >Blay is usually thought to be about 
thd'Tifjljt time to plant, it sometimes 
happens that soil and weather condi- 
tions are rinht for planting two weeks 
earlier, and if they are the planting 
should be done. It is always safer to 
have tho corn cut by a spring frost 
than by a fall one.

The'recent destruction of Fort Gun- 


nybags tu San Francisco recalls the ex- 
citing days of 1856. when the vigilance 
committee was formed that cleared tbe 
city of tbe thugs who up to that time 
bad terrorized the community.

the vigilance committee that resulted 
in the hanging of Charles Cora at Fort 
Gunuybags for the murder of United 
States Marshal Richardson. That wo- 
man, one of jbe historical characters of 
San Francisco's early days, is still alive 
and a resident of the city. *In those 
days she was Mrs. Maria Knight Bat 
in 1859 she married Captain Jonathan 
De \Volf. 


"One evening in February, 1S5G,"

He 
refused, 
as 
his 


horse was tired, but went and hired 
a team for them at McCue's. They 
later came around to his place with 
old junk, which he refused 
to buy, 


stating that he would not buy junk 
at night. 


The evidence of Gresham, 
Parks 


and Williams and the other witness 
was that Cohen had told them where 
the goods were and furnished 
the 


wagon for them to- haul it off. They 
claim to have 
found 
the 
window 


broken, and to taking out the metal, 
loading it into the wagon and haul- 
ing it to the Jew's place 
on 
Hill 


street. 
Cohen met them 
and 
told 


them to drive out to the corner of 
Middle road and South street and he 
would come out on the car and meet 
them, and take 
the metal 
to 
his 


brother's on Lafayette road. 
.They 


drove out and waited but Cohen did 
not show up. so they 
hauled 
the 


goods to the woods 
off 
Lafayette 


road and hid it under some under- 
brush. 
They then drove back 
and 


Gresham 
and 
Parks 
got 
off 
the 


wagon on Middle street 
and Wil- 


liams drove the horse to Cohen, who 
returned it to McCue's stable.
